BE CAREFUL WITH MAKEUP 


Makeup and contact 
lenses do not mix. However, 
with a few simple precautions, 
you will find it no real problem 
to use both. 

Try to put makeup on AFTER 
inserting contacts, and remove 
the makeup after you've taken 
them out. If you find that you 
displace lenses frequently, a 
lighter touch should help, as 
should certain changes in the 
form of makeup you use. For 
example, switching from a hard 
pencil eyeliner to a softer one, 
or to liquid. 

Confine eyeliner to the outer 
part of your upper and lower 
iashes; don't let it wander to the 
inner rims. Be sure to wash your 


hands thoroughly before 
touching the lenses; cosmetic 
oils and creams are difficult to 
remove. It's also best to use 
water based and hypoallergenic 
cosmetics, particularly around 
the eyes. Mascara can be a real 
problem, especially the 
waterproof or lash building 
types. Mascara should also be 
discarded after a few months 
since it can be subject to 
bacterial contamination.

What if posties went on 
strike and nobody cared? 

That's the dilemma which 
postal union bosses may now 
be facing. 

Their demands for steep pay 
hikes and "job security" are 
backed up by a nationwide 
strike threat. 

Once upon a time, such a 
threat sent shock waves across 
the country. After all, Canada 
Post has a monopoly over first 
class mail and CUPW has a 
monopoly on the supply of la¬ 
bour to Canada Post. 

No posties meant no mail. 

Today, however, it's a very 
different story. The widespread 
use of fax machines, e-mail and 
couriers means that many Ca¬ 
nadians now have cost-effec¬ 
tive options for communicat¬ 
ing. 

The in-your-face, "On Strike" 
placards of unionized posties 
are likely to be greeted by 
shrugs and comments of "so 
what" by many if not most Ca¬ 
nadians. 

A postal strike will only serve 
to accelerate the trend to use of 
alternatives to "snail mail" and 
thereby accelerate the growing 
irrelevance of Canada Post. 

Unfortunately, there will be 
Canadians who will be incon¬ 
venienced by a strike, older and 
poorer Canadians who don't 


have access to e-mail or who 
can't afford a courier. 

What were the union bosses 
thinking when they started 
blustering about a strike? Are 
they that out of touch with the 
real world? 

The answer is a resounding 
"yes”. The postal union's atti¬ 
tude is exactly what one would 
expect from an organization 
which has been sheltered from 
economic reality for so long by 
a legalized monopoly. 

By law, no one may deliver 
first class mail for less than 
three times the post office 
charge. Anyone caught compet¬ 
ing with Canada Post can go to 
jail for five years. 

It's this absence of competi¬ 
tion of course, which has made 
Canada Post so costly, ineffi¬ 
cient and financially irrespon¬ 
sible. 

It's also this lack of competi¬ 
tion which has given the postal 
union such powerful clout in 
the past. High wages, virtual 
unconditional job security and 
other assorted perks went with 
the territory for Canada Post 
employees. 

Times have changed, how¬ 
ever, and the glory days for the 
monopoly are over. Whether it 
likes it or not, Canada Post 
now has a tough competitor. 
It's called technology. 

If unionized postal workers 
choose not to work, they will 
find themselves out of a job. 


let's Talk Taxes: The changing face of taxation

The age old struggle be¬ 
tween taxpayer and tax col¬ 
lector has risen to a new level, 
thanks to computers and free 
trade agreements. The mod¬ 
ern global economy is forcing 
various jurisdictions, includ¬ 
ing Canada and its provinces 
to re-evaluate their taxation 
strategies. 

There are several factors 
which are contributing to 
cause a fair amount of grief 
for the tax people around the 
world, including: electronic 
commerce, free-flowing capi¬ 
tal, footloose corporations, 
tax-haven jurisdictions, and 
the internet. 

Electronic commerce al¬ 
lows both companies and in¬ 
dividuals to shift money from 
one bank to another - on the 
other side of the world - in a 
millisecond. In less than an 
hour it is possible to shift 
money through so many banks 
and offshore accounts that it 
would take months to unravel 
the flow of funds, they then 
must determine in which ju¬ 
risdiction the original trans¬ 
action took place for taxation 
purposes, easier said than 
done. 

Free flowing capital is an¬ 
other issue which is compli¬ 
cating the taxman's life. It is 


not at all unusual for a Cana¬ 
dian corporation's common 
shares to be owned by indi¬ 
viduals, mutual funds, and 
pensions funds from any¬ 
where around the world. 

Moreover, this same com¬ 
pany may have issued bonds 
which could have been pur¬ 
chased by a bank in Japan, a 
life insurance company in Sas¬ 
katchewan and a pension fund 
in Germany. 

All of these transactions be¬ 
come further complicated as 
a result of the differing tax 
laws of the nations for the 
individuals or companies in¬ 
volved. For example, if the 
shares in the Canadian com¬ 
pany were to increase dra¬ 
matically in price, the tax lev¬ 
ied on the capital gain that 
would be realized by selling 
those shares could vary sig¬ 
nificantly from one country 
to the next. Moreover, the 
problem of tracking down the 
capital gains made in foreign 
countries is again com¬ 
pounded by the spectrum of 
electronic commerce. 

Corporations which oper¬ 
ate in a number of countries 
are able to simply transfer 
funds from one subsidiary to 


another in order to avoid high 
levels of taxation in one or 
more of the countries in which 
they operate. This modern day 
tax-dodge is accomplished by 
something called "transfer 
pricing." If a company has op¬ 
erations in several countries, 
and the taxation levels are 
lower in the Michigan opera¬ 
tions, for example, the com¬ 
pany can bump up the prices 
of components built there, 
taking more profit at lower 
tax levels. At the same time, 
they are increasing the input 
costs of the components at the 
assembly plant in Ontario, thus 
reducing the profit margins 
which lowers the amount of 
taxes paid in Ontario. In other 
words, by manipulating the 
transfer pricing between its 
various subsidiaries the com¬ 
pany is able to maximize its 
after-tax profits. 

Tax avoidance has taken on 
a whole new meaning in the 
modem age. To ensure a strong 
tax base, our tax environment 
must be competitive enough to 
discourage avoidance. Funding 
the most efficient and effective 
ways to provide important pub¬ 
lic services becomes even more 
important.

Pearl Craig was awarded a 
Bachelor of Administration from 
Athabasca University (AU) at 
its convocation ceremony held 
in Athabasca on June 14.

A list provides 
you with a focus, prevents you 
from running back to the store 
for forgotten items and will help 
you to avoid temptations. 

At the top of the list, set a goal 
for improvement. Your answers 
to the quiz are the place to start. 
For example, a reasonable goal 
might be: "buy more pasta" or 
"try new kinds of bread." 

"Small steps taken each week 
can add up to big improvements 
in the way you shop and ulti¬ 
mately, what's in your fridge and 
on the menu," counsels Janice 
Holley a clinical dietitian at To¬ 
ronto's Sunnybrook Health Sci¬ 
ence Centre. 

Watch Out For Saturated Fat 

Heart-healthy shopping is 


about cutting back on fat, espe¬ 
cially the saturated fat found in 
meats, dairy products, butter and 
baked goods. 

In a new reader-friendly book¬ 
let called Shopping for Heart 
Health, the Becel Heart Health 
Information Bureau offers these 
suggestions: 

Modify family recipes by sub¬ 
stituting lower-fat ingredients 
(e.g., lower-fat cheeses in favour¬ 
ite standbys like macaroni and 
cheese) whenever possible. 

Start reading food labels and 
information flashes on packages 
to find foods that are low in fat, 
particularly saturated fat. For 
example, choose a margarine la¬ 
belled "low in saturated fat" and 
"non-hydrogenated."

Growing 
prospects 

The trees 

need help in Didsbury, and they know who to call, Bob 
Davidson and the other members of the Didsbury En¬ 
vironmental Advisory Board. 

The trees along Main Street need to be replaced and 
though it may be too late this season to put in any new 
ones, next spring should see some new growth. 

Davidson and the Advisory Board have announced 
their recommendations for tree species. 

Davidson said that the Board has been doing re¬ 
search on tree species to find the perfect tree for Dids¬ 
bury. 

"We decided first what kind we wanted,” said 
Davidson. "And that included criteria like hardiness, 
fast growth, high canopies and strength." 

The Board came up with not one but two species of 
trees that will be perfect to line the street. The black 
ash (fraxinus nigra ) and the bur oak (quercus 
macrocarpa), Davidson said that these two species 
have a reputation of doing well in this area. 

The Board is still waiting to hear if they will receive 
the grant to buy the eight trees necessary for the street. 
At up to $100 to $200 per tree it is a hope that the 
money will come. 

If the grant is approved the next step would be to 
replace the boulevard trees in other areas of the town. 

"Though that will be up to the town," said Davidson. 

Davidson says that he has no idea if the grant will be 
approved, but he is hopeful. 

"I think the trees are needed, so I hope that we get 
the grant."_ 


Feeding the world's hunger 

Never let it be said that Albertans are 
not generous- Didsburians in particular. 

The Canadian Foodgrains Bank, 
which has just completed their annual 
grain drive has collected 69 metric tonnes 
of grain from the farmers around Dids¬ 
bury to give to the starving people of the 
world. 

Including all the provinces involved 
in the project 13,500 metric tonnes were 

gathered for distribution. 

"The bank works on grain and cash donations from the Canadian Public and use it for relief and 
development work overseas," says Canadian Foodgrains Bank representative Stan Schroder. 

"The big hot spot this year seems to be North Korea,” he says. 

A collapse in the country’s economy has left many people destitute and hungry. The Foodgrains 
bank was responsible for huge amounts of grain heading over to the Asian country. 

But the Foodgrains Bank also helps out 27 other countries including Tanzania and Kenya. 
Most of the donations are matched four to one by the Federal Canadian International Develop¬ 
ment Agency, or CIDA. 

According to CIDA, a $100 will feed a family of five for three months in a third world nation. 

A very small donation can make a very big difference in people's lives. 

Willard Stauffer, a Didsbury farmer says that donating is a big part of his life. 

"What motivates me is a responsibility to human need," said Stauffer.

Dorothy Moore-Anderson is 

your answer. She is the intern Health Services Task Force Chairman. 

The Task Force was formed because private citizens expressed 
concern about health services and the future of them in our area. 

They were formed in December of last year, from community leaders 
from all over the area and Moore-Anderson says that they are here for a 
sounding board for people in the community. 

"People can call us about anything," she says. "They can set us up to 
look into any issues or problems." 

They have met with members of the health authority board of this 
area, chief of staff at the hospital and other doctors in the area. 

The job of the task force was to present their findings, something that 
has been delayed due to the deluge of information they have come across. 

"There has just been so much information," says Moore-Anderson. 
"And we have been pressed for time. 

Moore-Anderson says one of the major problems effecting health 
services in our area, is our close proximity to Calgary. 

"The system was designed to flow east to west, but in reality traffic and 
health services flow north to south. 

"Sixty-five per cent of our health services go outside of our area," says 
Moore-Anderson. "People have to realize we have great services here too."

Summer showers down in Alberta 


The overall provincial aver¬ 
age rainfall was 26% above nor¬ 
mal and the provincial average 
temperature was very near nor¬ 
mal for June in Alberta. How¬ 
ever, rainfall amounts varied 
widely, from 27.2 mm at 
Drumheller, 47% of normal, to 
178.2 at Cold Lake, 263% of 
normal. 

"Ample rainfall in most of 
Alberta and near average tem¬ 
peratures and heat units pro¬ 
vided very good growing condi¬ 
tions for most crops," says Peter 
Dzikowski, agri-weather re¬ 
source specialist with Alberta 
Agriculture, Food and Rural De 

I 


velopment. 

"Satellite imagery confirms 
that crop and pasture condi¬ 
tions throughout Alberta are 
much better than normal. The 
frequent and abundant rain has 
also provided suitable conditions 
for crop diseases to develop. 

"The northwest and north¬ 
east agricultural regions re¬ 
ported rainfall about 50% above 
normal," says Dzikowski. 
"Northeast region reported the 
greatest rainfall at 137.9 mm. 
The southern region reported 
the least with 67.8 mm, very 
close to the 67.2 mm norm." 

Temperatures in southern Al¬ 


berta were 0.4° C cooler than 
normal, which means that there 
was about one day less heat 
(growing degree-days) for crop 
development than in a normal 
June. The northeastern region 
reported the warmest tempera¬ 
tures, 0.4° C above normal, 
which means there was almost 
two extra days heat for crop 
development. The remaining re¬ 
gions reported slightly above 
normal temperatures, which 
amounts to about one day ahead 
for June. 

The results are based on data 
from 43 Alberta locations report¬ 
ing to Environment Canada.

rain is not received in the next few days. Even with additional 
moisture damage may have already been done. 

Average soil moisture conditions in the province (with last 
week's numbers in brackets) are considered excessive by 14% 
(17%); very good by 17% (17%); good by 18% (33%); fair by 20% 
(24%); poor by 28% (10%); and very poor by 3% (0%) of Alberta 
Pool's reporting staff. 

An estimated 83% (80% last year) of the wheat is headed and 
29% (21%) is filling. 78% (89%) of the barley is headed and 33% 
(23%) is filling. The canola crop is 93% (92%) bloomed and 39% 
(53%) is podded. 

The average crop condition index has dropped again this week. 
It is currently at 62 compared to last week's index of 72 and last 
years' index of 71. Where 100 represents optimal growing condi¬ 
tions and 50 represents average conditions, Alberta Pool report¬ 
ing staff have assessed individual crop condition indexes at:

There is a great deal of variability from district to district. 
Eight crop districts (CD) have an index rating between 50 and 60. 
Seven stations have a rating over 61. The lowest index is in CD 
#13 (Barrhead - Athabasca) at 50. The highest index is in CD #8 
(Red Deer) at 89. 

Light crop damage from minor insect infestations has been 
reported from High Level. However, hot temperatures and lack 
of moisture caused the most damage over the last week. A general 
rain is required to stop crop deterioration. Warmer temperatures 
would help crops develop where excess moisture has been a 
problem. 


Each year, over 100 cases 
representing considerable cash 
savings are heard and mitigated 
by the Farm Implement Act Ad¬ 
ministration. The Farm Imple¬ 
ment Act was designed to pro¬ 
tect farmers' financial invest¬ 
ments in farm equipment and 
that translates to economic pro¬ 
tection of the agricultural com¬ 
munity. The Act also helps en¬ 
courage competition between 
dealers and distributers of farm 
implements which gives Alber¬ 
tans greater choice. 

"The Farm Implement Board, 
established in 1973, discusses 
matters related to the farm im¬ 
plement industry in Alberta and 
hears appeals from Albertans and 
Alberta companies affected by 
the Farm Implement Act," says 
Dennis Budney, FLA inspector 
with Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development. 


"The Board also reports to 
and advises the Minister of Agri¬ 
culture, Food and Rural Devel¬ 
opment on matters relating to 
farm machinery and matters aris¬ 
ing from the operation of the 
Farm Implement Act." 

The Farm Implement Board 
consists of seven members. Four 
members are farmers, at least 
one representing a farm based 
organization or association, and 
three represent the farm imple¬ 
ment industry. Members are ap¬ 
pointed to the Board for a four 
year term. To keep continuity on 
the board, two new farmer mem¬ 
bers and one or two industry 
members are appointed every two 
years; leaving experienced mem¬ 
bers on the board at all times. 

Current Board members are: 
Bill Neis, Chairman, farmer, Mir¬ 
ror. Maurice Francoeur, retail 
dealer, Camrose. Clem Kuelker, 


manufacturer's representative, 
Didsbury. Rodney Rockarts, 
farmer, Clairmont. Richard 
Stamp, farmer, Enchant. Bemie 
von Tettenbom, farmer, Round 
Hill. And Gary Harris, whole 
sale representative, Red Deer. 

'The Board studies and makes 
recommendations on farm im¬ 
plement trade practices, farm im¬ 
plement finance practices, sup¬ 
ply of equipment and service parts 
to the trade, safety and /arm 
implements, standardizing of 
farm implements and the testing 
and evaluating of farm imple¬ 
ments," adds Budney.

Local golfer qualifies 
for Ladies' Golf Team

A member of the Carstairs Com¬ 
munity Golf Club, Kim Qually has 
taken her game of golf to new 
heights. 

In the Alberta Ladies' Team 
trial held recently on the Rocky 
Mountain House and Priddis 
Greens golf courses, Qually quali¬ 
fied as the first alternate for the 
Alberta Ladies' Provincial Golf 
Team, which will participate in 
the Canadian Championships 
scheduled for Kamloops, B.C. in 
the second week of August. 

At the team trial, which in¬ 
cluded four rounds of golf at the 
two courses, Qually finished fourth 
gaining her a birth on the provin¬ 
cial team. In the previous years, 
the provincial team has qualified 
four players plus an alternate, but 
his year only three players plus 
one alternate qualified for the 
team, explained Qually. 

During the team trial, Qually 
struggled at Rocky Mountain 


House, firing rounds of 82 and 79. 
However, at Priddis Greens, she 
regained her composure shooting 
two rounds of 75 and 74. 

"After the first two rounds, I 
thought I was out of the running 
of making the team, as I was sit¬ 
ting around tenth. However after 
shooting two decent rounds at 
Priddis Green, I was able to pull 
myself back into the running," 
Qually said. 

This weekend, the Alberta 
team will have the opportunity of 
honing their skills in anticipation 
of the Canadian Championships 
as they will be participating in the 
Western Canadian Team trials in 
Winnipeg. Qually is looking for¬ 
ward to playing in the up coming 
tournament as it enables her to 
bring her game up towards a dif¬ 
ferent level of play. 

For the past four years Qually 
has been attending North Caro¬ 
lina University, playing on the 
University's Ladies' Golf Team. 


And her experience playing at the 
NCAA level is one she will never 
forget. In fact if given the opportu¬ 
nity again, she would jump at the 
chance of playing in the States. 

"It is totally different environ¬ 
ment, going to University and play¬ 
ing golf," she added. 

For women attending Univer¬ 
sity in the States, golf is the fastest 
growing collegiate sport, noted 
Qually. 

This fall, Qually will pack her 
bags and trek down to Portland 
University, where she will be 
studying towards a Masters in 
Business Administration. She will 
also serve as the assistant coach 
for the Woman's Golf Team.
